Pftcrsbnrp, Oct. 11.— A battlfl 
upon which the fate of this yearll 
oampaicn In Manchuria depends seem 
<mly a few days abead. AdTieee from 

the front are mcaper. All that Is pos 
Itlvely known officially is that Gen. 
Kuropatkin has cast the die at last, 
about faced his army and is inarch 
Ing resolutely against the enemy as il 
resolved to do or die. 

Accordling to unofflelal reports 
Field Marshal Oyania at the first sjIrh 
of Gen. Kuropatkin takinn the offen 
sive began drawing in hi;^ line and 
concentrating upon -fortifled positions 
north of Llao Tang. According to the 
latest reports which are contained in 
a d!f;patch from Mukden dated at 6 
o'clock Monday night, the Japanese 
outpotitsj are being driven in all along 
the line. 

The strategy of the forward move- 
ment will be concealed as were the 
preparations for the advance, so that 
all surmises as to where Gen. Kuro- 
patkin intends to strike are mere 
guess work. It is not clear whether 
Geti. Kuropatkin contemplates a blow 
on tbe left, center or right of the Jap- 
anese army, but the fact that stress is 
laid upon the capture of Rentsiaputze. 
which opens the road and fords to 
BenBihu. 20 miles east of Liao YanK, 
where Gen. Kuroki crossed and that 
Cossacks are already reported in the 
Aa^hbbrhood of the stream, might 
fMMbadow an exact reversal of the 
battle of I.iao YanR. this time the 
Rubtiian commander flanking and lurn- 
iag Liao Yang with his left as Field 
Marshal Oyama did with his right. 
' Littla light baa been thrown upon 
the considerations which led Gen. Ku- 
ropatkin suddenly to assume the of- 
foBslve; but no word is h«;irii at the 
war office intimating that the course 
savors of rashness. Officers of the 
teneral- staff, while not underestimat- 
IBT the beavr task and savere sacri- 
flcea tbat are Involved in assuming 
the offensive, nevertheless express ab- 
solute confidence that Gen. Kuropat- 
kin has found a weak point in the 
Japanese armor. Different explana* 
tions abound as to the reason for 
making the forward movement at this 
time.

COAL TIAMtTKRt' STRIKI. 

employers' Association Will Stand 
by the Coal Men. 

Cincinnati, Oct 11.— The executive 
committee of the Employers' associa- 
tion, at a meeting held in the offices 
of the association, Monday morning, 
agreed upon the following official 
statement of the position to be taken 
by the association toward tbe coal 
men and their striking employes: 

1. The Emplbyers' assodiatlon will 
stand by the coal men to tbe last in 
the present conflict. 

2. The full weight of the association 
will be thrown into the conflict in an 
effort to insure the winning of the 
strike by the employers. 

3. If necessary the association will 
raise, within twenty-four huIl^^J. $100,- 
000, to be used in breaking the strike. 

4. The association win use every ef- 
fort to secure police protection for the 
working drivers and other employes of 
the coal companies, and, failing In 
this, will assist In the employment of 
private policemen or spf^cial consta- 
bles, in the numbers needed to insure 
the prompt delivery of coal to all parts 
of the city wlthoat laterferenee by the 
strikers. 

5. The aFsnciafion will not consent 
to an arljitration of the questions at 
issue. 

6. The association will not consent 
to a conference with the leaders or 
supporters of the strikers. 

Every wagon sent out Monday from 
cojU yards where union men are on 
strike carried from one to three extra 
men armed with stout clubs. Wheth- 
er tbe wagons were loaded or empty, 
the guardsmen never relaxed their 
grip on th e stout hickory c udgels.

There Will Be Nc Formal Appoint* 
ment Made of a Successor to Mr. 
Wynne ss First Assistant 
Postmaster Qenerai. 



Washington, Oct. 11.— It was an- 
nounced by President Roosevelt Mon- 
day morning that First Assistant 
Postmaster General Robert J. Wynne 
had been appointed as postmaster gen- 
eral. Mr. Wynnf! has been acting as 
the head of the department and his 
appointment was in accordance with 
the plans of the president heretofore 
announced. It is understood that bis 
appointment was made in accordance 
with an arrangement that he should 
serve until .iome time afte r the cam- 
Itaign, or until Secretary Cortelyou, of 
the national committee, has had an 
opportunity to close up the work of 
the election, when Mr. Wynne will re- 
tire to his old position and Mr. Cor- 
telyou will become pdstniasier gen- 
eral. To avoid complications it was 
necessary to have a man actually at 
the head of the great department 

Mr. Wynne was formally inducted 
Into his new office at 4 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon. The ceremony occur- 
red in the iirivate dflici' in the post 
office departmi nt, which he has occu- 
pied since he was first assistant post- 
master general. The oath waa admin- 
istered by Chief Clerk John J. How- 
ley, of the first assistant's dfflce. who 
has been in tlie depart intent many 
years and wlio now •Iitcnmes acting 
first assistant postmaster general. It 
was suggested that the oatb be taken 
at the white house, but Mr. Wynne 
wanted tbe oatb administered by Mr. 
Howley, who already had asked for 
the privilege, and that plan was car- 
ried out. A number of Mr. Wynne's 
friends, including tbe newspaper as- 
sociates. Chief Clerk Chance, of the 
post ofBce department, and H. A. Cant- 
well, secretary of the National Asso- 
ciation of Letter Carriers, were pres- 
ent. The commission, like that for 
most recess appointments, makes the 
appointment effective "until tbe end of 
next session df tbe senate of the Unit- 
ed States." 

There will bo no formal app.iuitin< nt 
of a successor to Mr. Wynne as first 
assistant postmaster general, Mr. 
Howley becoming acting first assist- 
ant under the provisions of tbe law 
governing such vacancies. 

Mr. Wynne was appointed first as- 
sistant postmaster general on April 
17, 1902. For nearly a (piarter i-f a 
century he bad been a Washington 
newspaper correspondent, serving at 
various times some of tbe most impor- 
tant newspapers in the country. At 
the time of his appointment he was 
the Washington correspondent of the 
New Tork Press.

A guardian was appointed 
after the death of an older sister and it is 
claimed that this guardian sold the prop- 
erty in controversy without the proper 
legal authority. 

Miss Early's mother was Miss Lou Hol- 
liday, a daughter of Thomas Holliday, 
proprietor of the Blue Springs Hotel 
which waa bum^ by Metcalf's cavalry 
during the Olvll War. 

Mies I^olliday married Clement Early 
of Lynchburg, Va., a nephew of the noted 
Confederate laadar, Oon. Jnbal Early, 
and of Bishop Early of tho Methodist 
Church. 

Miss Early waa bom near tho Bine Lick 

Springs, but for twenty years has 11 veil in 
Lynchburg and has just come into pos- 
session of information concerning the 
manner of her guardian's sale of the 
springs. 

Since the war several companies have 
leased the springs, a Lexington company 
at one time bidding for the rights. 

It is said that the revenues derived 
from tbe property and the sale of Blue 
Lick water amount to $10,000 a year. 
Miss Early has engaged counsel and the 
fight is expected to be one of the most 
notod avor waged in Kentucky.
